A doien shota 
were fired by the Spaniardi as Colonel Wagner fell back. 
Before Lawton could

Juragna was abandoned by Ooneral Linares and 1300 Spanish troops with 


auoh haste that_they had^no tiiaa to born tho town, though an ineffectual at- 
tempt waa made to dostroy tho locomotives of tho railroad and the rolling stock. 
Linares retreated^to 6ovlU«,Biic miles weal of Jutagna, by road nine milei from 
Santiago. A detaohmont of 170 Cubans, under Colonel! Aghra collided with the 
Spanish rear guard. The Cjubane lost two hillod and seven wounded. Tho Span- 
ish loie Is not known. One Spaniard waa inaohotod. 


General Ohaffeo, with the Oth cavalry and the remainder ot the 8th, and the 


4th, 7th, 13th and 17th Infantry, reached Juraaua at dark. General Bate* with 
tho roswvo of tho 80th infantry andOolonel Wood's rough riders, dismounted, with 
a dynamite gun, hurried forward from Balquiri at li o'clock, proceeding by forced 
marches.

"It has always been 
an Idea of mlno that Docatur should 
hnvo a haridiomo drive somewhere around 
the city, a drive which could teboauti- 
fleil and one on wlibli It would be a pleas- 
ure to ride. A good place to start wonld 
be on West Eldorado street at the rail- 
road crossing. The street loads to Fair- 
lawu park and It nould bo made n beauti- 
ful drive. It should not stop there, how- 
ever, but could be extended aouth on the 
street jnst this side of tho park. Tbo 
drive could then extend south clear to 
the rlvor and run east along tho banks 
on tho river. There wonld, of course, be 
a good deal of grading to do over the 
bills, but the place could bo made beauti- 
ful. 
Along the rlvor thoro Is a great 


deal of natural beauty and a well made 
road extending through (but part of tbo 
township would make as an attractive a 
drive as could bu found nnywherc. The 
drive could extend along the river as far 
as the Matnt bridge and could thuu bo 
brought up north to lOMorado street mak- 
ing n complete circuit of tho city. 


"Of course the city could not undertake 


to do such a work at once, but a Ilttlu 
oould bo done each y«nr and the taxpayers 
would cot mifla tho money, aud In the 
course of a number oi years Dooatur 
would hovn a beautiful boulevard such ns 
uto seen In the big cities. 


"If such a drive along the rivir banks 


were made the property In that locality 
would be greatly enhanced. What is now 
worthless land would bo suitable for 
beautiful residences and tho property 
owners would doubtless be willing to give 
money toward onrrylng out tho lahoiaa 
for the sako of the bonoltt they would 
derive. One man who owns property 
In the vicinity ot tho rlvor i ffcrud to givo 
IllOOO toward making such ri boulevard if 
It could bo brought throng Ills pinpi'rty. 


"My Idoa wonld beta tiiakn a gcofl 


roadbed for tho vehicles nnd Ihon have 
along one side a bicycle track and possi- 
bly on tho other hldo a track for eques- 
trians. Along tho sides oould be planted 
trees which would btmutify tba road. If 
snob n movement wag started It ouultl be 
carried out. I wonld like to see tho olty 
put the mattor In tho hands of tbo pork 
commissioners and let them have an ap- 
propriation of money each year tm carry 
on the work. It wonld beautify our city 
in a lasting manner and after a number 
of years such a boulevard would lend an 
attraction to the city of which tbo pocplo 
would bo justly proud.

Expressman William Eaton Took 


Prussic Acid. 


IT IS FEARED HE CANNOT RECOVER 


The Attempted Suicjde Occurred Last Evening at 


St. Louis-Mrs. Eaton and Family 


Called From Decatur to 


His Bedside. 


William Eaton, Faolflo Expreia mes- 


senger and baggngetnasteron the Wabash 
between here and St. Louis, and whose 
home Is In this olty at 1851 East Kldoiudo 
stroet, attempted to commit suiaide last 
night at St. Louis by taking prueio aold. 
The fellowtng item in regard to the mat- 
ter appealed this morning In the St. 
Louis Olobo-Demoorut: 


'William Eaton, an expressman, living 


at Doostur, 111., attempted sulolde last 
evening by swallowing prussio acid at 
the homo of bis brother, on Olive, near 
Twenty-third street. Ho went upBtalrs, 
tolling his brother he wanted to take a 
short nap, and not to oall him for an 
hour. When the brother went up to ronie 
him, ho found Baton lying on tho biA 
unouneolous. An umbnlauoo was called, 
and Baton was removed to tho olty hos- 
pital, supposed to imva been overcome by 
the heat, Dr. Butter at onoo suspected 
poisoning and administered antidotes. 
The man's condition IB serious. 


The Lrothor told the doctor that Eaton 


had often threatened to take his life, and 
onae carried a bottle of poison to bo ready 
for any ease of sudden despondency.
